Our Author, piqu’d to the Quick, that — thing 
fo advantagious to his Country, fhould be faid, as 
that the prefent happy Redsétion of Intereſt, was owing 
to the Advantages arifing from our Exports, tells us, 
He can't conceive bow the Reduétion of Intereft can be 
owing to the Profits arifing from our Exports and the Be- 
nefits of Trade. Wor my part, I can’t conczive how he, 
or ary Man who has any Knowledge of the Nature 
and Products of his Country, could think it owing 
to any thing elfe ; but for his furure Governmenrin 
diftating to the Publick, 1 will inform him, that 
when a very great Number of Men fhall have ac- 
quired, as in the prefent Cafe, a far greater Surplus 
of Wealth by Zrade, than is neceflary for carrying 
on their respective Trades, they will naturally lay 
out fuch Surplus either in Land or the Funds. Bur, 
when the Purchafe of Land runs high, which Height, 
by the Way, arifes folely from the Benefits of Trade, 
and therefore produces not cqual tothe Funds, they 
will chufe to inveft fuch Surplus Wealth in the latter;
